AVlieu iho Elliott Ministry took office 
they found tbcmselvos confronted Vfith 
the most. soriouB difficulties that can 
befal a Govornment — an empty trea- 
sury, an enormoua deficit and a pawn- 
ed revenue. To extricate the country 
from these difficulties was the first care 
of the Govorninent. One of four me- 
thods was presented to them. The 
ifirst was tho acceptance of the $750,000 
from Canada as compensation for rail- 
way delays; the second was the raising 
of a local loan; the third was to obtain 
an advance from Canada of a sum suf- 
ficient to discharge the tremendous 
liabihties incurred by the outgoirg 
.•Government; the fourth, and last, was 
to report to a light and equitablb tax 
■ on real and personal property. The 
acceptance of the $750,000 was entire- 
ly out of the question. House and 
countrj had unanimously pronounced 
ftgaui'st tampering with the Carnarvon 
Terms, and Ministers were solemnly 
pledged to resist any attempt to set 
thera aside. Tho loan plan, although 
the most desirable.was not feasible for 
the excellent reason that the Govern- 
ment had no Hccurity to ofl'er, the 
feveDue having been pledged to Cana- 
da by thdir predecessors.

at tho disposal of the Government it 
would have been barely sufficient to 
meet tho financial obligations of tho 
country. There would still be money 
to be: provided for .' public improve- 
ments fiiid Other won^: which 'could 
obly'b^imeii by means of taxation, 
tinder ordinary circuxastauces v.a 
slioiild have condemned the act of the 
Ministry in a^^plyiug to Canada for an 
advance. As every "tubshould stand 
on its own bottom," so should every 
Government be selfsustainlng. The 
existence of a mean spirit* of depend- 
ence is ns greatly to be deplored in 
Governments as in individuals. "We 
know peoi^lo who are always leauing 
on others for help. They are never 
able or^illing to help tbemsolves — 
can'ne'TOpsirike out in their own de- 
fence*or surmount the slightest hil- 
lock thoy meet in their path. Some 
one else . has got to smooth the 
road^lltjditrjgb . life for th^m. , Throw 
some men overboard ' and . they 
will toss up their hands and go down 
like a stone, while others will blow 
the water away from tueir mouths and 
strike out manfully for shore. The 
late Government placed tho Province 
in the'-Mtiitidet of a poor relation to- 
wards Canada. Its policy was a de- 
pendent one; and while it ate it grum- 
bled that tho allowance it reeoived 
was not a more generous one. But 
the circilmstances under which Mr. 
Elliott and his colleagues succeeded 
to the Governniout wore extraordina- 
ry; and linrliug the Government sub- 
sidies in pledge and tho good name of 
the country in peril thoy adoi^tod the 
readiest method of extricating us from 
the dilemma. They did not succeed 
in getting the $500,000 Saanich wants 
them to "take;" but thoy did succeed 
in having the subsidiesrelcased, which 
is the first gleam of suushino the 
country has known since tho breaking 
off of negotiations with Mr. Edgar. 

The taxation policy of the Elliott 
Government is a bold one; but it is 
a good and beneficial one. It will 
create n revenue and it will teach tho 
people of the Province independence 
and self-rfilianoe— qualities that the 
policy oif the late Government bad al- 
most eradicated from their natures.

THE VOTING POWER KESTORED 
V . TO MVILIZBD BEINGS. 



Other Wholesome Safeguards. 

Each Munioipnlity shpll on or before 
'ho 30tb days of Jiine and December, in 
each and every year, cause correct lists of 
all persons trading aa liereioftfter men- 
tioned in this sectioa, to bo made out and 
deposited with the Officer in charge of 
the Provinoial Treasury, nnd shall also 
pay or cause to be paid to snoh oiTicer, 
out of the amount due, oolleoted, or 
which ought to_ have been oolleoted by 
Buoh munioipality, under 'the prbvlaions 
of the said Ordinance the soveral sums 
hereinafter mentionod: Provided, tliat 
nothing in this sootion contained, shall 
bo constructed as giving to any Municipal 
Corporation authority to collect the saiuo 
description of taxes under tho authority 
of tho "Victoria Municipal Ordinance, 
1867," or the "Munioipality Act, 1872," 
in addition to the taxes authorized to be 
collected under tbia section. ' 

"For each pernon vending spirituous 
or fermented liquors, by rotiiil, for eaoh 
house or place in tho Province where such 
vending is carried on, if in a town of not 
less than fifty inhabitants, S3l) for every 
six month i." 

"Wherever such retail vending is car- 
ried on in a rural district, not forming 
part of a town but forming part of a 
Municipality, §10 for every six months." 

'•For each person not haviug a retail 
liconpe as above, and vending spi rituou.s 
and fermented liquors for wliol&Hale, Ihut 
is to say in quantities of not leas than 
two gallons, for eaoh bouso or place in 
the Provinpq, $10 for every six months." 

Licenses for the sale of liquors by re 
tail shall bo granted in oi)on Court only, 
and by a Bench of Mugintnites, compo.oed 
of tho Mayor or Warden, tho Police 
Aliigistrate (if any), ana any one or more 
Justices of tho Peace; and the Mayor or 
Warden shall preaide at every sitting of 
snah^j Qoi)|R JBroVided.- that 'such Court 
sball'^ not at any tiine 'consist of not loss 
than tbreo. 

It shall not bo requisite for any person 
already holding a retail licence to make 
any application for the renewal of tho 
same. 

Application for the transfer of licenses 
shall be made to a Beaob of Magistrates 
as hereinbefore provided. 

In the case of now liconcos tho appli- 
cant sbuU cause to bo inserted in one 
newspaper published in Victoria a notioo 
of his intention to apply for such licenso. 
and stating therein a full description of 
the locality in w,hich the prouii&es to bo 
u.sod 08 ii B&loon 'br' publio hou.so aro 
situate, and BDoh Dotioe shall appear in 
such newspaper for 14 days at Icnat bo- 
fore the application for suuh iicouso. 

Any complaint agiuust tho holders of 
any such licenso shall bo henrd by a 
Court constitutud as before luoutioucd, 
and such Court shall have power to re- 
voke or Baspend suoh license. 

Section 2. of the . VMunioipalilnr Act 
Amendment Act, 1878," is repealed; and, 
in lioii thereof the followiag sbiill bo 
read: 

"After the first Municipcl Election tho 
following persons shall bo eutitled to 
vote at Municipal Elections in any Ward 
in whioh'be or'sbe may be registered as 
a rato-p^yor: Provided he or she has paid, 
not leas than ton days previous to tho 
time of tho election, all niunioipal rates 
and taxes payable by bim or her: Provid- 
fid that no person shall bo entitled to vote 
at any Municipal Election in respect of 
him or K<ir being rated on tho Koad Tux 
Assessment Roll, or of having paid his 
or her road tax iu respect of the same:

Cariboo Road Toll Bill. 

This Bill provides as follows: 
That for every pound avoirdnpois of 
goods, merobandize, storeB, productions, 
and chattels, other than those hereinafter 

excepted, which shall respoctivoly bo car- 
ried over or acfoes tho Alexandra Sus- 
pension Bridge or over or across tho Fra- 
Bbr River, w'thin a distance of ten miles 
above, and ten miles below the sold 
bridge, there shall be ooUocted the sum 
of half a cent. 

For every pound avoirdnpois of goods, 
raorcliandize, stores, productions, and 
chattelrt, otiior than those hereinafter ex- 
cepted, which bhall respectively bo car- 
ried from Qiiesoel'emouth, in tho direc- 
tion of Curiljoo, tho sum of half a cent- 
Provided that no tolls shall be demand- 
ed of, or from, or paid by any person in 
respect of any goods, merchandize, stores, 
productions or chattels, passing or car- 
ried over or across the said bridges, com- 
ing down from the direction of Cariboo 
towurd.s Yale. Provided also, that such 
tolls Hhiill not bo demanded of, or from, 
or paid by any person in respect of min- 
iqg maobinery, fartning implements, 
wlieat, beans, peas, oats, barley, and all 
kinds of giain, hay, roots, vegotabloa and 
other ngriuuItunU produce the growth of 
the Provinuo, and all floor aud meal 
iminiifuclured in this Provinco from 
wheat, beuuH, pens, oat.H,barl«y, and grain 
of all kinds urown id the Province. And 
all oattle, nod all artioleM and tbiogs com- 
ing in the direction of tbe seaboard from 
the interior of the Province, whether in 
tended for export or home consumption, 
for tho purposes of manufacturo in tho 
Provinco, or any other purposes whatso- 
ever. 

It shall be lawful for the Lioutonant- 
Qovernor in Council to appoint a Collec- 
tor to collect the tolls as aforesaid at tho 
said bridge; and such Colleotorfihall have 
full i)ower and autiiority to ask, demand, 
sue for, recover and receive tho said 
tolls. 

All tolls payable under this Act may 
bo recovered in a summary way before 
any Stipendiary Magistrate or Juslioe of 
the P( a e for the Pro« iuoj. 

Any person directly or indirectly evad- 
ing, or attempting to evade tbe payment 
of any of tho duties or tolls hereby im 
pohod shall, for every siiuh ofTeuoo, bo 
fined trtblotbo amount of toll, or any 
sum not exeendiiig two hundred and fifty 
dollar.i, and with or without impriHon- 
inent for any terra not oxceediug throo 
calendar months, at the discretion of tbe 
Miigistrate or Justice of tbe Peace oon- 
vioting. 

It sliall be lawful for the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Wurka from tinio 
to tii^io, by notice under his hand, to 
make such regulations for the safety of 
tho tariH across the said bridge and its 
approaches as he shall deem expedient; 
and a copy of euob notice shall be posted 
up in aoonspioiouR plaoe at eaoh end

QUESNEL UIUDUE CIIAKTER. 

" ^]IIr. Evans moved _ for copies of tho 
' several 'Staa'rtef a, iWitf'"iOf all agreements 
or oorrespondenoe,- referring to the Forks 
of Quesuelle Bridge, and to the renewnl 
of tho lease thereof to the present lessee, 
Mr. Barry. 

It afforded tbo bon. mover no pleasure 
to aak for the oorrospondouoe bocauso bo 
had causes of complaint which induced 
him to bring, the resolution before the 
House. One of his grievances was that 
the discrimiuatinpT course of taxation was 
in thin instance pursued, fi!e had on a 
previous occasion shown that it bad cost 
two purties the sum of 8500 to cross tho 
ico over a certain river uud now ho fouuj 
that the lease iu question had been re- 
newed to Mr. Barry after fleecing the 
miners for a period of many jears. He 
had been accused of making out a bad 
case for the lata Government (laughter) ; 
but he wished to state that bo had no- 
thing whotever to do with,' the late or 
jjresent Govornmont. He accused the 
Ministry of a lack of courtesy in omitting 
to take the opinion of tho roprosentatives 
for Cariboo with respect to a renewal of 
the lease. He was also informed that the 
peQple.Qf.€ariboo;iiadrpeti(iQ.ned against 
the extension. The present was not an 
isolated case. The member for Victoria 
District (Dr. Tolmie)had said tho miners 
ought to pay these imposts. Charters 
wero given for trails, fences and bridges; 
all, howovor, where the onus bad to be 
borne by the miner, and it was now time 
that a ohange in' the system shoald take 
plaoef 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said so far from tho 
toll being paid by minors oiclusivcly, ho 
waa credibly informed that tho bridge 
was used almost solely by Chinamen. Tho 
bridge now existing was reported to be 
old and oomparativel; unfit for use, and 
the late Government had twice granted a 
xenewol of the lease. ' " ^ 

Mr. Walkem said that without disclos- 
ing any oxecutivo secret bo would state 
that he had vehemently opposed the 
granting of the Icuao now issued by tho 
Govornmont. Ho gave tho bon. Chief 
Commissioner credit for sookiug infor- 
mation on the anbjeot, bat he blamed him 
for not consulting the members for Cari- 
boo who wero the most likely to bo able 
to give correct and reliable information. 
He denied the statement that tho bridge 
was almost entirely used by Chinamen 
and after illustrating the position of tho 
bridge stated that the miners and China- 
men had been willing to rai.so a suDicient 
, -sum of money to relievo them from tho 
burden of the toll which now kept many 
men from prospecting Keithloy and 
other creeks. He could only attribute 
tho renewal of tho charter to tho por- 
Buasive eloquence of Mr. Barry and again 
expressed his surprise that the Cariboo 
representatives hod not boon consulted 
t'ieroon. 

Dr. Tolmio counselled tbo bon. Junior 
member for Cariboo (Capt. Evans) as a 
young legislator, [a liuighj not to follow 
tho devious path of the senior mombor 
for his district; nor to resort to npucinl 
pleading, nor to state only one-half of a 
case. What he (Dr. Tolmie) had said was 
that as mining property was to bo ex- 
empted from taxation it was but right the 
miner shoald bear his share of the bur- 
then of taxation in the form of roud-tolls. 
(Hoar.) Tbo bon. gontloman humorously 
referred to the wail of tho senior member 
for Cariboo and his habit of airing bis 
private grievances iu this House. 

Mr. Vernon roao to explain, Mr. Wal- 
kom had said tlmt thu toll levied was a 
cent ft pound, wheroaa tho actual toll was 
only a ! i of a cent per pound. He did 
not deem that an excosaivo burden. Ho 
also wished to stnto tluit bo had consulted 
tho socoiid mombor for Cariboo, tho 
HlieriiY for Oariboo, tho Gold Gom- 
missionor and others who wore, bo be- 
lieved, quite as able to givo. information 
ott'ttici subject as the hon. senior or jup- 
ior member for the district. 

Mr. Smitbe said it was agoodprinciplo 
for Governments to consult members for 
all Qistricts. lie, howovor, had never 
«ii been consulted by tho late Ooverumout, 
even when ho ofl'erod his advice. Ho iu- 
. .Btanced one caau whore a road was to bo 
};'il>{d'i)at:ni>arliia .boosO' >and . tbe Chief 
Oommisaloner informed him that Mr. 
Dods and Mr. Booth had boon consulted, 
whoroas Mr. Booth bad never been in that 
part of tho country and be (Mr. Smithe) 
know all about tho line for a trail. If tho 
now Govornmont wore to blanio in this 
, , respect tho old one was just as bid (hoar.) 
Hon. Mr. Humphroys did not know 
that at any time the miners of Cariboo 
,had greater rea'sbn to cry 'Save mo from 
^x- my friends' than jast when the tiro repre- 
, sentativoB fo^,. Oaribpo had spoken.

An attack bad been 
made on the Ministry for not consaltjug 
the representatives for Cariboo, but those 
gentlemen were aware that Mr. Barry 
had been in this city for nearly throe 
months and were undoubtedly hero 
well aCqnainted;ti||ritb!}Vfbatifbt9 f business 
was, and it was their daty, he maintain- 
ed, to have consulted members of tho 
Govornmont and to have protested on bo- 
half of their constituency against tho re- 
newal of tho lease. He knew that tho 
present Government had gained more in- 
formation in one day tbun the late Gov- 
ernment had in three years and be was 
satisfied that when the miuors wore ac- 
quainted with all the oirpupaistanoes of 
tbo case ^ they "i^btild be well satisfied. 
Tho Government bad ascertained that the 
bridgb was used by 80 pei- cent of Chitia- 
men and it was the intention of the Gov- 
ernment when ovor possible to place a 
toll'oh bridges so uHod • in order that the 
Ohinese should not esoapo payraout of a 
fair share of taxation. The fault rostod 
entirely iwith hou. representatives from 
Oariboo if any really did exist, and they 
had failed Intoto to catch the Govornmont 
in a snap. (Hear hoar.) 

Mr. Fisher said tho construction of tho 
Cariboo road was secured on tho \iudor- 
derstanding that a tax would bo paid to 
keep it iu repair, He regretted that the 
members for 'Ojriboo bad not ovailed 
themselves of the opportanity to consult 
with the Government on the question of 
this leaso. (Hear.) It was because the 
lato Ministry were not well watched rtod 
advised that tho country bad been 
brought to a condition which domaudod 
tho imposition of taxes or ropudiatiou. 
(Hoar hear.) 

Mr. Vernon said that tho Lamls and 
Works oiBce had been hunted High and 
low ior the petition whiob Mr. Walkem 
had asserted had been sent down, and it 
could not bo found. If it bad ovor como, 
it had boun rocoived before tho lato Gov- 
ment had granted the second ronowal of 
tho charter, and Mr. Walkem must have 
been cognizant of.- its-rorrival. (Hear 

hoar.) ..i. \ . ' • - 

Mr. Evans replied, denying it was the 
duty of the Oariboo contingent to]protest 
against tbo renewal of tho lease and re- 
assertiug that tho . Government should 
have boau guided by bis aud Mr. Wul- 
kems views, 
Tho resolution passed unauimously. 

TUE TABIFF COlIiUTTEB. 

Mr. Fisher mb^ed. that a Committee of 
seven members of this House form a Com- 
mittee for drawing up an Address to the 
Domini(m Government, ou tho Tariff. 
Tbo Committee to consist of tho follow- 
ing membHro: — Tolmio, Smith, Morrison, 
Brown, (Lillooet) Browu, (New West- 
minster) Ash and Fisher. 

Mr. Mora believed that a groat deal of 
of time wonld be saved if a select Com- 
mittee prepared a comparative, statement 
of tho operation of tlie Gaaadi^n' Tariff, 
and what would have been the oporation 
of tbo old B. C. Tariff if it had been in 
force during tho past few years. Ho 
would move an nmoudmcnt to tho effect 
that tho matter bo thoroughly investiga- 
ted by a select Committeo comprised of 
representatives of every Provincial indus- 
try vitb power to draft an addieito to the 
Ottawa Government and report to this 
House thoreon. Ho would again state 
that ho was not in favor of tho old tariff 
in its unaltered state but thought that it 
might bo advantageously modified with- 
out detriment to Eastern Provinces. 

The amendment was seconded by Mr. 
Douglas. 

Dr. Tolmie wonld support the" amend- 
ment which be regarded as a very useful 
suggestion. He had valuiiblo statistics 
which be believed would bo of servico to 
the Committee. 

Mr. Smitho pointed out that tbo amend- 
ment, if carried, would defeat the origin 
at resolution oU' the tariff question''and 
prevent the . mtitter bein% brought np 
again tiiis session. Tbo result would bo 
that it tho amonilmfint. p.vsspil all tho in- 
forniatioa required could bo obtained, 
but whe.a obtuiuod tho addroaa could uot 
bo drafted and forwarded. 

Mr. Mara explained that bis omoud- 
ment had no bearing on the resolution 
passed two days ago, it only proposed to 
deal with the work of the Select Commit' 
tee. 

Mr. Smitho mnintained the pisition he 
bad assumed and asserted that the effect 
of tho amendment would beCfatal to the 
address this session. 

Mr. Williams did not known tbo rules 
of the Houso on tho point, but agrood 
with Mr. Mara that every industry of tho 
Province should be represented on tho 
Select Committee. 

Dr. Ash characterized tbo proposed ad- 
dress as absurd, and believed tho only 
and proper coarso to pursue to Ijo to po- 
titior: tho Canadian Govorumout to bring 
down a measure to alter tho tariff of the 
whole Dominion. The appeal for a spe 
oial tariff woald be treated at < Ottawa 
with ridicule. 

Mr. Fi.^hor said bis resolution did not 
1 ropuHu du iIi.mI with ilolails, but to iisk 
tho Ottawa Govornmont if they were pre- 
l^arod to allow the resumption of the old 
tariff inasmuch as railway obligations had 
not been fulfilled as waa^xpeoted. If the 
rednmption wero granted the "Hoase 
could subsequently doal with matters of 
detail, placing thorn on a basis of equity 
if any altor.ition wore desirable. If the 
Uominiou Government refused tbo re- 
sumption an ond was put to the question 
onco and for all. 

The questi9n was then put and tho 
amendment was carried. 

Mr. Maro suggested that Mr. Beaven's 
name bo placed on tbo committee, 

Mr. Smitho opposed tbo suggestion, ns 
by tho Kales of Order a mumber who 
bad opposed tho princi[)lo of a (luostioo 
through thick uud thiu could not servo 
on a committeo appointed to support it. 
It waE well known that Mr, Beaveu was 
adverse to a protective tariff in any form 
and had always been one of its bitterest 
opponents (hoar, hear). 

Mr, Mara said that as Mr, Beavon had 
voted for tho amondmont ttiat gentleman 
oould soarooly opposo tho jjrinciplo. 

Mr, Smithe urged his point and said 
that tot put Mj^- Boayea on theOommit- 
tee woald be ignoring the rules of the 
House; 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that the 

hon. senior member for Cowichan was 
quite correct. The principle of tho reso- 
lution was to afford protection to tho 
farming intorost and it would be utterly 
ridiouloua to place Mr. Beavon on tho 
oommittoo as ho hud all along been bit- 
terly opposed to affording the farmer pro- 
tection fn'j^jr form ,wb'&i6tev' (heai^) . 
Dr. Tolmie— Perhaps Mr. Beavsa has

Mr. Smith — I am not nt all opposed to 
the man; bat I don't think ha has any 
,right^n,the oommiUfte, . 

Mrl Beaven— I am not desiroas of sitt- 
ing on tho committeo (oh! oh I) 

Hon. Mr. Vornou— "Then •why has at 
least half an hour of valuable time been 
wasted if tho hon member did uot desire 
to sit?

ell, Smithe, Tolmio, Brydoh and Mara. '

formed that tb'^ir serviaes were dhneces- 
sary nt tho time they commenced their 
sittings? 

Hon. tho Premier:— I can onswer that 
question by the monosyllable "No." 

Mr. Beaven — Thank you. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Beaven asked the Premier in 
reference to Messrs. Tolmie and Finlay- 
Bon's land, Esqnimalt, required for dock 
purposes, has any claim been made by 
those gentlemen to tho Chief Commis- 
Hiouor of Lands and Works iu accordance 
with tho Public Works Act? If so, what 
is its date au;! amuiiut? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott replied— Tbo law has 
boon complied with to tho satisfaotiou of 
tbo Counsel employed by the late Qov- 
ornment to represent the Grown. When 
the award is taken np the hon. . iidember 
will be entitled to the information' he 
seeks, not before. (Hoar, hoar.)

Dr. Tolmie, Chairman of the Committeo, 
replied that progress bad been made, but 
that the Committee were not prepared 
just yet to make any report, 

Mr. Vowell asked tho Honourable Min- 
ister of FiiiuuGO whether tbo sum of Six 
liuudrcd dollars (SOOO) paid to Mr. Amor 
DeCosmoH on 2Uth of October, 1875, as 
ooinmissiou ou tho sum of thirty thous- 
and dollars borrowed by the Provincial 
Government from Sir James DonglaB,was 
paid in pursuance of warrant under the 
hand of tho Governor, in accordance with 
tho -IGth Saction of tho "Constitution Act. 
1871,"? and, if uot, under what authority? 

Hou. Mr. Humphreys— Tho sum of 
•SGOO was not paid to Sir. Amor DoCosmos 
iu pursuance of wnrrant in accordance 
with tho -IGlh Section of the "Constitu- 
tion Act, 1871." It was paid under re- 
quisition fronvAhe late Finance Minister 
and was included in a sum of $9,728 pn 
account of miscellaneous items not de- 
tailed. (Sensation.)

Mr. Smith moved the second reading of 
this Bill, Ho was, however, aware that 
it would probably require amendments in 

Committee, 

Mr, Mara asked that the second reading 
bo postponed. Ho believed there was a 
Fence Bill in operation now which was a 
permissive bill, the one introduced 
by bis hon. colleogue was a compulsory 
act and as it bad only just been placed 
before the Houso ho would ask that the 
second reading bo postponed, 

Mr, Smith insisted that tbo second 
reading should bo proceeded with. 

Mr. Mara said that being tho case ho 
would point out that a bill was now ou 
tho Statute Book, passed in 1869, which 
was precisely the same as tbo bill now 
introduced with the exception of a clause 
which in tho bill of 1869 mudo the act 
permissive, tbo petition of at least two- 
thirds of tho people being necessary to 
put it in operation. Tho present bill how- 
ever proposed to make the question of 
fencing coLipulsory, no matter even if 
two-thirds of the people were opposed to a 
fence district. He did not believe that 
his constituency desired any such law, 
and should opposo a second reading. 

Hon, .Mr. Vernon would roconimend 
tho introilucor to postpone tho bill. Many 
of the claiibes were very stringent and on 
tho other hand no provisiou was made for 
a border. He would suggest that it be 
postponed till Wednesday next.
